A recent advertisement in the 
area daily has a number of local 
farm er-stockm en upset. These 
men, who have been getting only 
around 28 cents a pound on the 
cattle they have been taking to 
market, have discovered that a by­ 
product from these animals is 
bringing more than the cattle will. 
What is keeping the drug store- 
coffee shop crew buzzing is a 
recent ad for cow manure. It seems 
that

manure 
is 
regularly 
priced at 3 pounds for $1.14 and sale 
priced at 3 pounds for 87 cents. This 
figures out per pound at 38 cents at 
regular price and 29 cents on sale. 
Now even these farm ers are smart 
enough to figure out that that is 
higher than the price that they are 
getting for their animals. 
Now, about all we can see is that 
they are concentrating on 
the 
wrong end of their product. They 
are worrying too much about each 
head of cattle that they are selling 
Of course one must admit that it 
is easier to find someone who will 
prepare the cattle for market than 
it is to find someone who will 
package this other product! 


One of the best known ways to get 
rich is to come up with a gimmick 
that takes advantage of the public’s 
vanity. One of these gimmicks that 
has been worked quite successfully 
the past few years has been some of 
the “ Who’s Who” and “ O ut­ 
standing'’ publications. 
We have received, and so have 
most members of our family, these 
letters informing us that we have 
been nominated for “ Outstanding 
Americans In The Southwest” or 
some other such honor and of 
course with each of these has come 
an invitation to purchase a copy or 
copies of this publication. 
Sue Cannon, publisher of The 
Olton Enterprise, recently devoted 
a column to the subject of these 
promotional schemes. She wrote in 
her column that a number of years 
ago she received one of these let­ 
ters and actu ally was stupid 
enough to believe that she had been 
“ Nominated ” for that honor So she 
said that she proceeded to fill in all 
the information (they don’t know a 
thing about you except your name 
and address). They take the in­ 
formation you send them and put it 
in about a two inch space inside a 
book printed in the smallest type 
possible, 
with 
as 
m any 
a b ­ 
breviations as there could possibly 
be and still be sensible reading. 
But the big play for them, she 
says is, “You may reserve your 
copy of this publication and save 
money at the same time. Only $45 
for the two volume set or if you 
wish to purchase the volume that 
your biography actually appears, it 
is only 132.50.” 
Now, there has to be enough 
room in those volumes for at least

The Hamlin Junior High School 
building and adjoining Public 
School auditorium were completely 
destroyed by fire here early 
Wednesday morning. The loss was 
estimated to be about $500,000 


The fire broke out in the ceiling 
area of the back of the auditorium 
and 
spread 
throughout 
the 


structure. The alarm was turned in 
to the dispatcher at 1:41 a.m. 
The Hamlin Volunteer Fire 
Department was assisted b> area 
Fire Departments, including units 
from Stamford. Haskell and Anson 
Two 
“ C herry-picker” 
trucks 
belonging to the West Texas 
Utilities Company also were used 
in controlling the fire and keeping 


it from spreading to the nearby 
gymnasium and area homes. 
Marvin Carlton, junior high 
school principal, was able to 
retrieve all the records and most of 
the equipment from his office in the 
building. 
Bob Hawes, superintendent, was 
out of town for the spring holidays 
but was expected back Wednesday 
afternoon, 
according to W. 
T 
Johnson, board president. No 
definite plans have been made yet 
on where the junior high classes 
will be held when school resumes 
Tuesday. 
It 
was 
expected 
the 
old 
elementary building, which now 
houses the Remedial Reading 
Center, would probaby be used as 
well as some other classrooms 
within the system. Johnson said 
that it might be that the school 
system might need to use some of 
the church facilities within the 
community. 
It is expected that it would be 
several weeks before any plans for 
the future reconstruction of the 
buildings could be made 
Johnson said that the district has 
about $480.(XX) in insurance on the 
building and contents. 


The building, constructed in 1930, 
was originally the high school 
building until 1968 when the present 
high school building was com­ 
pleted. At that time the junior high 
students moved into the building. 
Hamlin voters passed a $125,000 
bond election in April of 1929, and 
bids were let in September of that 
year for the construction. 
The 
building cost $116,000 plus equip­ 
ment. 
The graduating class of 1930 was 
the first to use the auditorium and 
classes started in the building in 
the fall of 1930. Over 1,000 people 
attended the graduation exercises 
in the auditorium, according to 
newspaper reports at the time. 
W orkmen 
w ere 
busy 
a fter 
d ay b reak W ednesday m orning 
cleaning up the area after the fire 
was brought under control. Fear 
was expressed during the height of 
the fire that 
chimney 
on 
the 
building would collapse and carry 
the fire over into the gymnasium 
building across the alley. 
Both 
the 
south 
wall 
of 
the 
auditorium and the north wall of 
the junior high building collapsed 
while firemen were fighting the 
fire. No injuries were reported.

Both photos 
were taken after 3 a.m. before the south wall fell. Hamlin 
Volunteer Firemen battled the blaze until daybreak and 
stayed through Wednesday morning to prevent a recurring 


blaze and guard against falling debris. A chimney which 
threatened the gymnasium had to be pulled down Wednesday 
morning after gas lines were sealed off. The firemen were 
assisted by units from Stamford, Haskell, Anson and 
Aspermont.

This 
figures out per pound at 38 cents at 
regular price and 29 cents on sale, 
Now even these farmers are smart 
enough to figure out that that is 
higher than the price that they are 
getting for their animals. 
Now, about all we can see is that

are 
concentrating 
on

wrong end of their product. They 
are worrying too much about each 
head of cattle that they are selling. 
Of course one must admit that it 
is easier to find someone who will 
prepare the cattle for market than 
it is to find someone who will 
package this other product! 


One of the best known ways to get 
rich is to come up with a gimmick 
that takes advantage of the public s 
vanity. One of these gimmicks that 
has been worked quite successfully 
the past few years has been some of 
the “ Who's Who** and “ Out­ 
standing'' publications.

House Speaker Bill Clayton 
has advised representatives 
to postpone their efforts to 
retire campaign debts until 
after the legislative session in 
view of warnings by a district 
attorney. 
Travis County 
District 
Attorney Robert 0. Smith 
told House 
leaders direct 
solicitation of Austin-based 
lobbyists for contributions to 
campaign 
warchests 
is 
a 
violation which he would feel 
called on to take before a 
grand jury. 
The issue came to Smith’s 
attention when a Texas Civil 
Liberties Union official, who 
is a registered lobbyist, 
complained that he had been 
solicited for a contribution to 
a 
representative’s 
fund­ 
raising reception in Dallas. 
A provision of the new 
penal code makes it an of­ 
fense for a legislator to solicit 


any benefit from a person 
known to have an interest in 
legislation There are less - 
strict interpretations than the
